Trade Review. As tn previous 
years, a review js given to-day of 
the business done during 1940 in the 
principal commoditics jn the Colony's 
import and exportArade. : 


Despite the wars in Europe and 
China, the Japanese blockade of the 
Chinn Coast and the suspension in 
recent months of British shipping to 
Indo-China ports, the trade of the 
Colony gencrally has not been’ 
ffected. There was a fall- 
ing ‘off in certain commoditics, fut 
these were offsct toa great extent by 
increases In other fields, ' 


‘For the first tlme on record the 
Hongkong Chamber of Commerce 
did not. compile statistics of the 
Colony’s textile trade for the year, 
und for this reason St has been dificult 

scertain the truce position under 
present world conditions, However, 
while imports from Britain and other 
European countries ‘fell considerably, 
products manufactured in Japan and 
North China flowed into Honglong in 
jnereasing quantities, Some articles 
were manufactured here, but local 
during Just year were’ in- 
sufficient to cope with the local 
demand. 

Rice prices fluctunted considerably 
during the year under review, and 
early in December Government fixed 
wholesale and retail prices, Since 
the tension between ‘Thalland and 
French Indo-China the, Colony ‘has 
consumed riee mostly from Thailand 
and It is stated that if bottoms could 
be found the existing supply could 
be substuntlally augmented by imports 
from Burma, It Js expected that the 
present high prices will be maintained 
for three or four months. 

The war in Europe has resulted in 
u decreuse in exports of preserved 
ginger, although prices were main-~ 
tained, Chincse: firewood  retallers 
suffered losses despite ‘Increased 
prices, tvhile the metals trude: was 
seriously affected: by the Japanese 
blockade, exports being negligible.

He added that Japanese relations 
with Russia are improving and that 
An bassador_Tatekuwa_is_oblaining 
results at Moscow, . 

To Insure Peace 


Mr. Suma said that Japan. signed 
the tripartite pact In an “attempt to 
insure peace in the Pacific and not to 
promote war with ony nation. We 
are not alming at trouble with’ the 
United States despite the -fact that 
over views occasionally are mis- 
represented.” . 

He sald that American ‘:entiment 
towards Japan appeors to be un- 
vhariged since he Ieft Washington in 
1939, and that although the tension 
bas not been cased os a result of 
recent events, such as the pronounces 
ments of the State Department, the 
flect movements, the remarks of 
American leaders and the evacuation 
ut Americans, he is not pessimistic. 
He said that everything should be 
done to avoid further friction. . 

Regarding China, Mr°’Suma said: 
“China ts so vast It will take time 
to bring our operations to a success- 
ful’ conclusion, but progress Is 
itendily belng made according to
